But he did not drink. He allowed

“None of Eng- 
land’s Ministers in the important cap- 
itals was an amateur while every Com- 
missioner sent from America except 
Benjamin Franklin was the merest 
tyro. Compared with the array of 
trained English diplomats, their Amer- 
ican opponents, except Franklin, were 
mere clownish imitators.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The Red 
Crogs flood relief fund today reached 
$13,962,856.39, one of the latest’ contri- 
butions being $4,000 from the Needle- 
work Guild of America, which previ- 
ously gave $6,000. 

While sickness reported from all 
areas included only. thirty-five cases 
of typhoid fever, sixty-two cases of 
smallpox and fifty-eight cases..of ma- 
laria, the relief workers are taking no 
chances, and the Red Cross said today: 

“One of the greatest battles ever 
fought in this country to prevent an 
epidemic ot d‘sastrous proportions is 
going on in the water-soaked valley 
of the Mississippi River, from Southern 
Illinois to the shores of the Gulf of 
Mexico.’’ 

It is apprehended that if an out- 
break of infectious disease once started 
it might prove of great seriousness to 
the whole United States.

' The width of the flood sheet as it 
plunges south will average fifty miles, 
or about twenty-five miles on each 
side of the Atchafalaya. Along part 
of the way the eastern flood waters 
are expected to reach the west levees 
of the Mississippi. Already the water 
from the Atchafalayan backwaters 
are in sight of the main stream in 
parts of Iberville. 

The rescue of the thousands who are 
imperiled is proceeding everywhere in 
Pointe Coupee and Ibervilt tonight 
and not a life has been lost. Due to 
the precautions taken by the Louisiana 
Flood Relief Organization most of the 
women and children, as well as practi- 
cally all of the aged and infirm, had 
already been evacuated when the 
crevasse came. 

Secretary Hoover, who is on a tour 
of the flood zones in Mississippi and 


Arkansas, is expected to return imme- 
diately to Louisiana and assume com- 
mand of the relief forces in the eastern 
basin of the Atchafalaya. Before the 
break the number of persons who had 
lost their homes in Louisiana was es- 
timated to be about 200,000. The new 
break, it is feared, will increase the 
number to not less than 300,000 


Water Hyacinths Hamper Rescuers. 


NEW ORLEANS, May 24 (#).—Plans 
were made today to dynamite bayous 
in the Bayou Chéne country, approxi- 
mately 100 miles west-northwest of 
New Orleans, where 150 persons were 
reported to be marooned. 

Access to the inundated section, on 
the southern border of the vast lake 
which is sweeping down to the Gulf, 
has been cut off by the heavy growth 
of water hyacinths in the bayous. Miss 
Rosina Piraro, in charge of water 
transportation for the Red Cross at 
New Iberia, said that only one boat 


had been able to make the journey to 
Bayou Chéne so far and that the crew 
reported, when they returned to New 
Iberia yesterday afternoon, that they 
had to saw their way through.

SLURS MAYOR'S ACTIVITIES 


Neither of His Committees Gives

Mrs. John T. Pratt, Republican and 
sole woman member of the Board of 
Aldermén, renewed yesterday in the 
Aldermanic branch of the Municipal 
Assembly her effort for a commission 
to revise the City Charter. 

In introducing’ a local bill calling for 
a referendum on that question, Mrs. 
Pratt issued a statement in which she 
charged that the Walker Administra- 
tion is not keeping pace with the Fed- 
eral and State Governments in effect- 
ing reorganizations and consolidations 
in the interest of efficiency and econo- 
my. She virtually charged that the 
Walker Administration is merely in- 
dulging in a gesture in that direction,

“The. first. step in such procedure 
should be an intelligent, exhaustive re- 
vision of the City Charter.

AMENDS BILL FOR FIREMEN. 


Alderman Changes Provisions of 
Eight-Hour Proposal, 
Alderman James F. Kiernan, Demo- 
crat, from the Coney Island district, 
introduced yesterday a substitute 
measure for his original bill providing 
for a three-platoon system for fire- 
men and policemen. The new bill pro- 
vides that the proposed law shall be 
applicable to all mebers of the Fire 
Department, with the exception of 
the chief, and in the case of the Po- 
lice Department to all uniformed mem- 
bers. from the rank of lieutenant 
down. The original bill covered all of 
the uniformed members of both de- 

partments. 

Tammany leaders of the Board of 
Aldermen said the Kiernan measure 
would die in committee, because the 
cost of introducing an eight-hour day 
for firemen and police, with one full 
day off a week, would be prohibitory. 

There is a three-platoon system in 


the Police Department, but none in 
the Fire Department.

Caruso, the father of five chil- 
dren, killed Dr. Pendola in a fit of 
rage after his nine-year-old son, who 
had been treated for diphtheria by the 
physician, died following an antitoxin 
injection. 

Mrs. Caruso, heavily velled, was in 
the audience last night. Another of 
her five children has died since the 
murder of Dr. Pendola. 

In his address, Mr. Marky compared 
the Snyder-Gray case convictions with 
the conviction of Caruso. “Can any 
man or woman in this room even think 
of the two cases at the same moment 
or in the same hour?” he asked. “Mrs. 
Snyder and Gray plotted for months 
to get rid of Snyder.

WILL TAKE EFFECT JUNE 1 


Board Gives 60-Day Licenses in 
Sweeping Decree Aimed to 
End Chaos in the Air.

“JGL at Secaucus Requests Hearing 
on Its Failure to Get Assign- 
ment Asked For.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Effective 
at 3 o'clock, local Standard Time, on 
*‘he morning of Wednesday, June lI, 
684 radio broadcasting stations will 
veceive new sixty-day licenses from the 
Radio Commission, reallocating their 
wave-length frequency and power in 
broadcasting. 

This is the most sweeping order by 
the commission since it met under the 
new law to remove broadcasting chaos | WD 
from the air. 

Broadly, the changes include a sepa- 
ration of 50 kilocycles for stations in 
the large cities and 10 kilocycles else- 
where throughout the country, this ex- 
periment being resolved upon in the 
hope that it will obviate much of the 
heterodyning and other interferences 
with reception of radio programs. 

The first complaint came today from 
WGL of New York, whose plant is at 
Secaucus, N. J. A wire to the commis- 
sion read: 

“Request immediate hearing on rea- 
sons for refusal of assignment of wave 
as per application. 

‘Without prejudice to our rights, we 
challenge assignment of following kilo- 
cycles, 710, 760, 810, 970 and 1,070, and 
are willing to place our pyblic service 
activities against those stations to 
— you have made above assign- 
ents.

RADIO CHANGES STIR 
"RESENTMENT HERE|22 


Protest Meeting Is Called, to 
Which 29 Broadcasters Are _ 


Invited on Thursday. 


WANT WAVE SHIFT DELAYED 





Federal Order, Effective June 1, 
Regarded as Confiscatory to 
Those on Lower Band. 


Twenty-nine -broadcasters in the 
metropolitan district were invited yes- 
terday. by Charles. Burke, business 
manager of station WFRL, Brooklyn, 
to attend a meeting on Thursday after- 
noon at 40’clock in the Hotel Pennsyl- |. 
vania in an effort to obtain a postpone- 
ment of the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion's ruling that new wave lengths 
and sixty-day licenses will be effective 
June 1. Mr. Burke said Representative 
Emanuel Celler had accepted an invi- 
tation to be present at the parley and 
that Senator Royal S. Copeland was 
expected to-be there. O. H. Caldwell, 
Radio Commissioner, is said to have 
been invited but reported that he would 
be in the Mid-West on Thursday. . 
One of the. station directors who has 
accepted the invitation said yesterday 
that an injunction restraining the Fed- 
eral Radio Commissiom from putting 
the nation-wide shift of waves into ef- 
fect on June 1 might be sought. 
“There is a feeling prevalent among 
many of the broadcasters assigned to 
the lower wave lengths that the Radio 
act of 1927 is unconstitutional and that 
stations occupying the lower wave band 
will in time have to abandon broad- 
casting because of the ineffectiveness 
of the lower waves,’’ said Mr. Burke. 
‘“‘What we want to do now is to get a 
postponement of the June 1 order so 


that our commercial contracts.can be 
arranged. With several stations as- 


mercial contract arrangements becomes 
most difficult, because the advertisers 
prefer higher waves. Furthermore, the 
number of clients for each station is 
greatly reduced by the time and wave 
sharing idea.”

DERBY, Conn:, May 24.—Kent 
School's impressive varsity eight will 
head for the British Henley next 
month an undefeated American school- 
boy crew. This afternoon Kent 
cruised over a rainy mile course on 
the Housatonic here to victory in its 
last race on this side of the Atlantic, 
leaving a gamely fighting Choate 
School eight about a length and a half 
behind. 

It was a day of double triumph for 
Father W. H. Sill’s Kent navy, for the 
second crew opened the regatta with 
a one-sided victory Over an exceed- 


ingly light Choate eight, whose cox- 
swain aided in the rout by steering 
wide of his mark at one point on the 
winding Yale course. 
The times for the races were: 
crews: Kent, 5:23: Choate, 5:28. 
oo Crews: Kent, 5:29; Choate, 
Yale Sophomores Win. 


A preliminary race, strictly a Yale 
affair, was between Sam Shaw’s Yale 
sophomore and the thrid Yale var- 
sity. ‘Shaw’s crew, class champions 
and winners over the Harvard class 
champions, was racing for the right 
to enter the American Henley next 


Saturday. It won by about two sec- 
onds.. This race was at the Heni«y 
distance. 

Conditions were very bad for row- 
ing today, despite the fact that the 
water was fairly smooth. A cold, 
driving rain made it unpleasant for 
oarsmen and spectators alike. The 
stands, remaining from the Derby Day 
regatta which Yale won from Colum- 
bia and Penn here on May 1, held about 
a thousand followers of both boats, and 
they stayed to the bitter end. 

There was little doubt of the out- 
come of either of the school races, 
after George Murphy of Washington 
University had sent them away for 
their sprints of a mile. Choate was 
in the water first each time, but 
gained little on. the jump apd soon 
lost it. 

Kent with the 180-pound Goodbody 
stroking in faultiess fashion, rowed a 
good forty-one for the-first minute of 
the race’ and stayed around thirty- 
eight fora time after that. It was 
taking mo chances.of marring its rec- 
ord.in its last, race. 


Choate Gets Good Start. 


Choate gained a bit of a jump at 
the start but couldn't ‘stay with the 
other crew. This Choate eight was 
outweighed by ten pounds and it was 
only a question of how much of a 


fight it could make. It stuck to the 
hopeless stern chase gamely but could 
not get ahead. 

Neither crew went much below thir- 
ty-six strokes to the minute all the 
way down and for the first half mile 
Choate clung pretty close to Kent, and 
made very much of a fight of it: From 
the following launch it appeared at 
one point that Choate had caught the 
Kent eight, but it didn’t stay there 
long. 

In the last half mile Kent, staying 
together splendidly aad spacing well, 
went steadily away. Choate had 
enough left at the last quarter for a 
bit of a spurt, but it failed to close 
any Gather and finished a length and 
a half away. 

The Choate second eight was out- 
matched physically, and though the 
boys rowed themselves out completely 
they were mever in the race. 


Kent Has Good Record. 


Kent’s first eight leaves for the 
Henley with a record of victories over 
Columbia's freshmen and several good 
freshman 150-pound crews. It ought 
to give a very good account of itself 
in the English classic.

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THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN BREAK. 

Great Britain’s action in severing 
diplomatic and official trade rela- 
tions with Soviet Russia is justified 
by Prime Minister BALDWIN on the 
ground that Moscow’s anti-British 
activities have worn out patience 
and forbearance which are “ prob- 
“ably without parallel in interna- 
“tional relations.” Two arguments 
underlay the conclusion of the Anglo- 
Russian trade agreement in March, 
1921, and British recognition of the 
Soviet Government in February, 
1924. These were trade and im- 
munity from Russian propaganda, 
In 1921 England could ill afford to 
overlook any opening in the way of 
foreign markets, and there may 
have been others than LLOYD GEORGE 
who cherished rosy notions of what 
the Russian market would turn out 
to be. As for purchasing immunity 
from Third International agitation 
in the British dependencies, there 
were Englishmen who felt that it 
was not a proud réle for an empire 
to play, but practical conajderations 
were allowed to dominate. 

Experience has shown that in 
neither field have expectations been 
met. Mr. BALDWIN made no men- 
tion of British trade with Russia. 
But it is reasonable to assume that 
if Russia were a customer for more 
than 1% per cent. of British ex- 
ports, the continuation of hostile 
propaganda might have been longer 
endured. As things have turned 
out, trade profits offer no appreci- 
able compensation for the violation 
of Russia’s- pledge, as charged. by 
Mr. BALDWIN, to abstain from hos- 
tile agitation. He accuses the 
Soviet Government of: encouraging 
widespread subversive movements 
against the empire and its inter- 
ests. In so doing he brushes aside 
the alleged distinction between the 
Soviet Government and the Third 
International. Sir AUSTEN CHAM- 
BERLAIN refused to recognize the 
difference in his note of last Feb- 
ruary. The Prime Minister now 
goes on to include the Soviet trad- 
ing organizations. .He regards it as 
inconceivable that the Soviet diplo- 
matic agents in London have been 
unaware of the trouble-makers in 
the Russian trade agencies availing 
themselves of their quasi-diplomatic 
privilege. 

For Russia the break is a serious 
moral -defeat; with probable’ reper- 
cussions both at home and abroad. 
At the very moment when Soviet 
delegates at Geneva have made the 
first step of Russia’s re-satry. into 
the councils of the nations, Moscow 
loses her earliest “friend.” The 
Angio-Russian Trade Agreement 
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Stalin party is véry tired of the 
Communist activities, which have 
hung the “ world-revolution” like 
a millstone around the neck of Rus- 
sia’s interests as a nation. After 
years of labor, Russia finds herself 
by Great Britain’s action pushed 


+ back into isolation. We must wait 


to see how much nearer this last

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THE POLITICS IN IT. 

All the solemn talk about keeping 
prohibition out of politics is daily 
falsified by events. There was never 
in reality a possibility that the ques- 
tion could be kept out of party poli- 
tics. If there are votes in it, as ob- 
viously there are, if there are offices 
in it, as political managers are com- 
ing more and more to believe that 
there are, it is bound to play its part, 
avowedly or tacitly, in State cam- 
paigns, Congressional elections and 
contests for the Presidency. It 
would be a poor kind of politics, in 
fact, that refused to have anything 
to do with a subject which may 
fairly be said to be uppermost in the 
political thought of Americans at the 
present time. Moreover, the very 
people who are most strongly pro- 
testing against making any kind of 
political attack upon prohibition are 
girding their loins, and filling their 
purses, in order to make a political 
defense of prohibition. The plain 
truth is that politics has got in and 
can’t be kept out. 

This is evident in the speculations 
which come from Washington about 
the effect on the Republican Party, 
and especially on the political for- 
tunes of President COOLIDGE, of the 
recent reorganization of the Prohi- 
bition Unit. On the one side, it is 
pointed out that the refusal of the 
Administration to take orders from 
the Anti-Saloon League will win the 
approval of many uneasy Republi- 
cans in the Hast. It will encourage 
them to think that the President is 
not so irretrievably Dry as has been 
said. But-lest this should be dis- 
turbing to the perfervid Republican 
prohibitionists of the West, it is 
hinted to them that they are certain 
to fare much better under Mr. 
COOLIDGE than they could under any 
possible Democratic President. Thus, 
it is explained, the recent move of 
the Administration in the matter of 
letting out General ANDREWs and 
forcing out Commissioner HAYNES is 
“politically expedient.” This means 
that it is considered a shrewd polit- 
ical move. Perhaps it is, but the 
statement comes with singular ill 
grace from friends and supporters 
of the President who are clamoring 
against allewing politics to have 
anything to do with prohibition. It 
is the old story over again of throw- 
ing politics out of the window only 
to invite it to enter the door.

ECONOMIC RESTORATION OF THE 
FLOOD REGIONS. 
It has been pointed out again and 
again that the Mississippi Valley 
flood left three problems, or rather 
three stages of one problem, to be 
considered in their order. The first 
was that of instant relief. That has 
been met by private charity and by 
the Red Cross. The third, the prepa- 
ration by experts of an ordered plan 
of broad and permanent scope to 
prevent the recurrence of such dis- 
asters, necessarily requires time, 
long study and discussion. The sec- 
ond, the economic rehabilitation of 
the flooded areas when the waters 
subside, is now to be taken up. 
Credit is the prime need of all the 
districts and persons that have suf- 
fered. Merchants and farmers must 
be restocked and put on their feet. 
The local banks and business men 
must be assisted by bankers and 
business men in more fortunate 
parts of the country. The plan pro- 
posed to President. CooLmmce by 
representatives of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States and 
accepted by him, is to raise funds by 
subscription,.in addition to local 
funds raised in the areas affected, 
for investment in the capital stock 
of agricultural and financial cor- 
porations. ‘The home chambers of 
commerce and bankers, having first- 
hand knowledge of local needs, will 
be effective and responsible agents 
of rehabilitation. The Federal Farm 
Board will cooperate.

LETTING THE REPUBLICANS DOIT. 

Ever since the elections last. No- 
vember, which resulted in the loss 
of several Republican members of 
the United.States Senate, there has 
been more or less discussion which 
political’ party ‘should “ organize” 
the new Senate when it meets. Its 
composition will apparently. be 48 
Republicans, 47 Democrats and 1 
Farmer-Laborite. But a few nomi- 
nal Republicans are in a state of 
chronic revolt, and it was suggested 
that with their aid the Democrats 
might work up a temporary major- 
ity and control the Senate organiza- 
tion. This implies that they would 
have the chairmanships and the pre- 
dominant membership of all the im- 
portant committees. Whether such 
a move, even if it were possible, 
would be wise party tactics for the 
Democrats has been gravely doubt- 
ed. They would be assuming 4 
nominal responsibility up to which 
they could not actually live and 
which would lead to all sorts of con- 
fusion and party cross-purposes. 

Now, according to an announce- 
ment in Washington by Senator 
ROBINSON of Arkansas, the Demo- 
cratic leader of the Senate, the 
whole matter has been settled by 
quiet conference. The Democrats 
have given up any idea of making 
a fight to organize the Senate. In 
return they are to receive from the 
Republicans certain concessions. One 
of these will be a larger Democratic 
representation on the more influen- 
tial Senate committees. Thus all 
hands will be satisfied. The Dem- 
ocrats will avoid a party peril, while 
securing a few more places on de- 
sirable committees. The Republicans 
will be left in ostensible control, 
though, of course, they cannot tell 
how long some of their own rebel- 
lious spirits will remain “ regular.” 
But, at all events, this inter-party 
compromise has been one of the 
most regular proceedings ever wit- 
nessed.

THE LINDBERGH MINSTRELSY. 

MAURICE ROSTAND, whose poem in 
French on LINDBERGH’S flight was 
printed yesterday in THe TIMEs, is 
not alone in his inspiration. The 
French song writers had lyrics 
ready and set to familiar tunes a 
few hours after the arrival at Le 
Bourget, and the next day copies 
could be bought in the streets of 
Paris. In New York the radio an- 
nouncement of the flier’s safe arrival 
was followed by the playing of the 
“ Marseillaise,” “The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” and a new song which, it 
was said, had been composed then 
and there. One could readily’ be- 
lieve it. In the spontaneous bursts 
of song uttered under the stress 
of excitement, the quality of the 
poetry seems to bear a close rela- 
tion to the intensity of the emotion. 
Unless the singer has a touch of 
genius, his feelings swamp his sense. 
While he is so deeply touched him- 
self, it seems to him impossible that 
some of his sensation should not be 
communicable in verse. But the 
more stirred he is by the thrilling 
event, the less is he likely to write 
tolerably about it, yet. the surer to 
try to write something. 

Well over two hundred ‘poets and 
rhymsters have been moved by 
LINDBERGH’S .spectacular feat to 
send their “ prose run mad” to. THE 
TIMES. There is a unanimity in their 
tributes. Some of them compared 
his valor to that of COLUMBUs, and 
others stuck to the Lochinvar theme. 
“Best” and “ West” proved a use- 
ful rhyme. The patriotic note was 
sounded in a number of the verses, 
with “dare and do” and “ red, white 
and blue” playing a prominent part. 
The fact that he flew alone made 
the strongest impression on his son- 
neteers, who insisted that he was not 
really alone, for the thoughts and 
prayers of thousands went with him. 
Most of the lyrists dedicated their 
work to the hero, but a few pre- 
ferred to honor his mother, and one 
was written “To Charlie’s Bus.” 
There were some, evidently as un- 
familiar with ordinary American 
slang as the German papers that 
ridiculed the term “ flyin’ fool,” who 
did not understand that it was really 
a complimentary phrase. It has 
been said that LINDBERGH himself 
objected to the expression as indi- 
cating that his feat was pure luck, 
but any one who hears young people 
talk freely knows that “a flyin’ 
fool” or “a dancin’ fool” expresses 
praise of a high order. 

No better subject for a ballad has 
been available to troubadours re- 
cently. . When individual exploits in 
the face of great danger were per- 
formed long ago the wandering min- 
strel spread the hero’s fame. Now 
the newspapers do that service, but 
there are still hundreds of potential 
minstrels who are moved to tune up 
the guitar and lift their voices. [If 
their tributes lack the perfection of 
poets practiced and greatly endowed, 
they have nevertheless a sincerity 
and affectionate admiration that 
must make them welcome to their 
modest, ingenuous hero,

THE CONTINUATION SCHOOL. 

It was in the blackest days of the 
war, when Haic’s men stood with 
their. backs to the wall, just after 
the Battle of Kemmel Hill, that the 
.British Minister of Education, Mr. 
H. A. L. FISHER, rose in Parliament 
to present his bill for the extension 
of the period of education for chil- 
dren and youth. That Parliament 
should have adopted this “ children’s 
charter,” as it has been called, at a 
time when England would have been 
excused’ for thinking only of the 
present is the highest tribute to her 
imperturbability and determination. 
What she began during the war, 
New York State has undertaken 
since the war under the legislation 
of 1919, providing for “‘ continuation 
schools.”, Under this law all em- 
ployed children 14, 15 and 16 years 
of age who are not high school 
graduates must attend day part- 
time school for not less than four 


of these ages are required to attend 
twenty hours per week. 

During the year 1925-26 a total of 
128,919 boys and girls attended the 
four hour per week classes, The 
number this year is approximately 
150,000. Some of the classes were 
maintained by employers in stores 
and factories, but for the most part 
they were assembled in school build- 
ings. More than half of the pupils 
come from homes where the parents 
are foreign-born, and a large per- 
centage are children of fathers em- 
ployed as semi-skilled or unskilled 
workers. Nearly 75 per cent. of 
them failed to complete the last 
grade in which they were enrolled. 
About 60 per cent. of the boys are 
employed as messengers, delivery 
boys, office boys and errand boys, 
the number of apprentices being 
very few. This gives a picture of 
the constituency of the continuation 
school, which President BUTLER has 
described as “one of the most im- 
“portant yet imperfectly developed 
“ links in our educational chain.” 

How schools of this type are to be 
made most helpful to the boys and 
girls in the period of transition from 
school to the active work of life is 
the subject of consideration at a con- 
ference extending through three days 
this week under the auspices of the 
State Education Department with 
the assistance of many civic and 
educational organizations. There is 
no one time in the entire educa- 
tional process that is more crucial 
than this. The continuation school 
has come because of the special need 
of wise guidance and preparation, 
vocational, physical and social, when 
the child takes on some of the eco- 
nomic responsibilities of the adult 
and begins to look forward to civic 
duties. It is a question not whether 
the continuation school shall be kept 
up, but how it can be made more 
effective. There is need for spe- 
cially trained teachers and directors 
for this peculiarly difficult and vital 
service of relating school and life. 
The cooperation of the employer is 
especially needful if the school is to 
accomplish its purpose, which is the 
education of those who are in the 
beginning days, weeks or years of 
employment. For most boys and 
girls this is the decisive period. The 
continuation school with its teachers 
and advisers becomes the clearing 
house for parent and employer in 
helping the child to make the right 
start in the world, do his share of 
its work and make the most of his

Prof."D2C. Miller Tells Why His 
Unique Instrument Gives 
-Most Perfect Notes. 





EXPERIMENTED 20 YEARS 


Cincinnati Authority Lectures Here 
and Exhibits Largest Collec- 
tion of 711’ Flutes. 


Professor Dayton C. Miller of Cin- 
cinnati, who held that his experiments 
on ether two years ago indicated that 
Einstein was not quite right in his 
theory and also that the earth, the 
svt and the whole solar system were 
rushing in the direction of a star in 


the Dre. at the rate of 300.miles 
a second, lectured at the Engineering 
Societies Building last night under the 
auspices of the Museum of the Peace- 
ful Arts, 24 West Fortieth Street.

Made Pictures of Sound Waves. 
Professor Miller illustrated his lec- 
ture by the phonodeik; which he in-’ 
vented to make motion pictures of 


sound waves. .on.his gold flute and 
Other instruments. The gold flute is 
not mefely a bit of jewelry. Professor 
Miller found that the tone quality of 
the flute improved with the increase 
in density of the material, so that the 
gold flute has a curious rich tone 
which cannot be achieved by any other 
instrument. This is the only gold flute 
in existence. It is used with brilliant 
effect in certain orchestra passages, 
and the Boston Symphony “adem 
occasionally sends a messenger to Cin- 
cinnati to borrow it when a concert is 
contemplated in which the golden 
tones are required.

LOS ANGELES, May 24 (%.— Mrs. 
Sarah Kerrick' and: four others were 


today for the killing of Tom Kerrick, 
motion-picture actor, at a drinking 
party in Hollywood early in April. 

The jury deliberating the fate of Paul 
Kelly, film actor, charged ‘with the 
murder of Ray Raymond, stage actor, 
was divided, 10 to 2, late today, a poll 
taken by the Court revealed. The jury 
was not asked whether the majority 
j stood for acquittal or conviction. 


Pallor spread over Kelly’ s face when 
he heard the foreman announce the 
jury's ten-to-two stand. As the court 
was recessed for the jury to to din- 
ner he leaped to the side of his coun- 
sel, W. I. Gilbert, to whisper a ques- 
tion. Mr. Gilbert seemed to be per- 
turbed. 

In reply to a question, the jury fore- 
man told Judge Burnell that “there 
might be” a possibility of a verdict at 
an early hour. 

At -8:30 o’clock, however, the jury 
reported that it had not reached a ver- 
diet and.court was adjourned until to- 
morrow morning. 

In -the Kerrick case those convicted 
besides the widow of the slain cowboy 
actor were Anita Davis, Iris Burns and 
Henry Isabell, motion- extras, 
and Joe Hunt, Arizona , all of 
whom were oar of the “moon- 
shine’ party at the Kerrick home, 
which the police characterized as one 
of the wildest that ever came to their 
attention. 

Mrs. Kerrick, whose testimony in her 
own defense was marked by hysterical 
attacks of weeping and sob evi- 

denced little emotion when the verdict 
was announced. Sentence will be pro- 
nounced Friday. 

The trial of the quintet, each of 
whom attempted to throw the blame 
for the shooting on another, was un- 
usual, in that defense attorneys, 
through cross-examination, conducted 
almost wholly the prosecution's case. - 
When the time came for summing up 
by the State the prosecution asked that 
all five be convicted. 

Kerrick was shot to death early on 
the morning of April 9 in his Holly- 
wood apartment. Widely varying 
stories of how and* who fired the shot 
were told by the defendants. 
Mrs. Kerrick testified that the shoot- 
ing was accidental; fhat the gun was 
discharged in a scuffle which followed 
attempts by several members of the 
party to obtain possession of it after 
Isabell and Kerrick had engaged in a 
quarrel. 
The Kelly jury retired soon after 10 
o’clock this morning to decide whether 
Raymond had died as the result of a 
beating by Kelly. The nieri fotght 
over the affections of Dorothy Mack- 
aye, actress wife. of nd, who 
died two days after R 
with his fists. 
Judge Burnell, in his _ in- 
structed the jurors that they should 
declare for a verdict of murder or 
manslaughter if they found the in- 
uries inflicted by Kelly contributed to 
ymond’s death. 

In the afternooh the jury returned to 
court at its request, to hear testimony 
given in the trial by A. F. Wagner, 
county autopsy . surgeon, who 
formed the autopsy upon Raymond's 
body. The jury requested in particu- 
lar Dr. Wagner's direet testimony as 
to the cause of death and aiso his tes- 
timony on the same subject as given 
at the Coroner’s inquest.

Woman Is Declared “Guilty” — 
Then Poll Reveals That One of 
12 Men Thought Otherwise. 


NEW DELIBERATION : FUTILE 


Judge Mancuso Finally Sends Jury 
Home, but Says That Majority 
Verdicts Should Prevail. 


An unusual situation arose in Judge 
Mancuso’s part of General Sessions 
late yesterday afternoon when the 
foreman of the jury at the trial of Mrs. 
Bertha Paley, 46 years old, of 1 Post 
Avenue reported a verdict of convic- 
tion of grand larceny against the wo- 
man, but another juror declared he had 
voted for acquittal. The misunder- 
standing among the jurors was re- 
vealed when Cecile Scherer, woman 
lawyer for the defendant, asked for a 
poll of the jurors. Their failure to 
agree on the verdict caused the Court 
to send the jurymen back for further 
consideration of the evidence, and 
when they later declared again that 
they could not agree they were dis- 
charged. 

Mrs. Paley had gone on trial the day 
before on one of~-six indictments in 
which, according to Assistant District 
Attorney Morris H. Panger, she is ac- 
cused of having obtained about $100,- 
000 in jewels from dealers under pre- 
tense that she had customers for them. 
The indictment on which she was 
prosecuted was that on Aug. 5, 1925, 
she obtained from Meodow & Fialkow, 
diamond dealers at 1,395. Fifth Avenue, 
a loose diamond and a diamond brace-

ness stand fn her defense. Shortly 
after .5.a0’clock Moses Periera, the 
jury foreman, of 103 Vermilyea Ave- 
nue, announced that the jury had 
found the woman guilty as charged, 
“with a recommendation for mercy.” 
When the clerk polled the jury, how- 
ever, Juror 6, Samuel Meinhardt, 
a dress manufacturer, of 854 West 
181st Street, said: .‘‘No, I didn’t vote 
guilty... They got me to compromise 
by saying that they’d recommend 
mercy.” , 

“In that case,”’ broke in Judge Man- 
cuso, “a verdict of guilty cannot be 
Pecotded: Perhaps if the jury returned 
to consideration of this case you might 
agree on a verdict.’’ 

The jurors filed out of court, but tn 
about half an hour returned, and 
Foreman Periera announced that they 
could not agree. 

Juror 7; Abraham Behren, a sales- 
man, of 237 East Twelfth Street, then 
declared: 

‘Your Honor, if we stayed here until 
morning 4 would be just the same way 
—impossible to agree.” 

Judge Mancuso then discharged. the 
jury, with the remark: ‘Well, gentle- 
men, this goes to show that when I 
told the Baumes Committee we ought 
to get away from the tlaw and 
have a majority of a jury decide on the 
guilt or innocence a defendant I 
was right.”

A FUGITIVE 13 YEARS 


Police Did Not Know. Rizzo, 
Who Killed Himself, Fearing 
Life Term in Prison. 


ESCAPED ‘FROM SING SING 


Sent Back There Under Assumed 
Name on Other Charges, but 
Not Recognized at Prison. 


Behind the suicide of John Rizzo in 
the Tombs last Monday night was 


and officials at Sing Sing to discover 
that Rizzo had been a fugitive from 
the prison since 1914, although he had 
served three terms there. 

Rizzo committed suicide eight hours 
after he had pleaded: not guilty to.a 
charge of grand larceny before Judge 
Koenig. He made a noose out of a 
strip of his cot sheet, wound it around 
his neck, and, after tying the loose end 
to the cell door, leaped from the cot 
to the floor; breaking his neck. Offi- 
cilals at the Tombs yesterday said that 
Rizzo killed himself because he feared 
h> might be sent to a for life. 

At the arraignment Judge Koenig 
had been informed of six convictions 
against Rizzo since 1901. The Court 
thereupon ordered that an “informa- 
tion” be filed against Rizo, under 
the Baumes laws, as a habitual crim- 
inal, for use in his forthcoming trial. 
It did not become known until after 
his death, however, that he had been 
listed as a fugitive from Sing Sing and 
that there was a warrant for him in 
the Tombs which ha? been there dur- 
ing the since his escape. 

Rizzo learned of the attempt last 
Friday of Walter Turner, another ha- 
bitual criminal, to kill himself in his 
eell in the Tombs by cutting his

Rizzo was to be tried for the _ at- 
tempted theft of $900 from Stephen 
Marmak of 410 Hast Sixty-fifth St eet 
on April 13.. Marmak had met Rizzo 
in Bryant Park and Rizzo offered to 
get a job for him as manager of a 
night club, for $2,000. ye ee said 
that he had only $900 in bank, and 
Rizzo, he said, corsented to accept 
this. Detective Devine recognized 
Rizzo in. the bank and arrested him. 

The police record revealed that Rizzo 
had been conyicted before Justice 
Newburger in the Criminal Branch of 
the Supreme Court and sentenced to 
Sing Sing on Dec. 13, 1901. Thirteen 
years later he was sentenced to Sing 
Sing for one to thres years by Judge 

Rosalsky for theft, but escaped. Sev- 
eral other convictions and sentences 
were shown in the record, which he 
served under an assumed name.

& Co., told yesterday how he had 


made $100,000 a year’on a joint capital | 


of $10,000 contributed by himself and 
William F. McGee to start the busi- 
ness. 


A witness at the hearing before 


‘Referee Lioyd Church of 5 Nassau 


Street, his teestimony was taken as 
part of.the action in the Supreme 
Court by creditors of the bankrupt 
firm to recover $371,768 which they 
say Fuller and McGee lost to Arnold 
Rothstein, well known in sporting cir- 
cles, through gambling. 

The business of money making was 
a simple matter a; - uller told it. Gray- 
haired and broad-shouldered, he related 
ina placid voice that it had been 
accomplished merely through the firm 
taking the opposite position in the 
stock market to the eustomers’ orders. 
The reason Fuller & Co. came out 
ahead, he mildly admitted, was that 
“ninety times out of a hundred” the 
“sucker public” is wrong. 

But even a brokerage firm can be 
misled, he pointed out, and his com- 
pany crashed in 1922 because ‘‘the mar- 
ket went against it.” That crash left 
liabilities of about $1,800,000 and assets 
of $75,000, according to the testimony. 

Although he was not questioned on 
the point, the failure also. will cause 
Fuller, together with his partner, Mc- 
Gee, to face General Sessions Judge 
Charles C. Nott on Friday to hear his 
pronouncement in regard ‘to their de- 
ferred sentences of fifteen months to 
four years in Sing Sing as confessed 
bucket shop operators. The date for 
the sentence to go into effect has been 
deferred since June, — 1923, ng 
criminal actions.in the Fed — 
involving Charles E. Stoneham, Ar- 
nold Rothstein and themselves. The 
recent dismissal of the indictment 
against Stoneham after Fallon had 
been acquitted left the State free to 
exact is penalty. Old Federal indict- 
ments against Rothstein, Fuller and 
McGee are still on the books. 

First Account of Bucketing. 


It was the first time yesterday that 
Fuller had told of his bucket shop 
operations on the withess stand with 
the exception of a brief appearance in 
the Fallon trial. Three times he was 
on trial for such deals and on each 
occasion he denied the charges and 


the jury disagreed. Just before the 
fourth trial he and McGee ——⸗ 
guilty. 

In 1914, in company with McGee, he 
said, he organized the firm of EB. M. 
BF. lier & Co., with ‘possibly $10,000.’’ 
At first it was a promotion house and 
among the securities it pushed were 
Crown Oil and Texmex Oil. The firm 
had taken its first nal accounts 
in 1916 or 1917, he said, and carried on 
— business by telegrams, agents and 

special newspaper, the utility of 
which he admitted had been shown 
Stoneham and other associates. When 
Medalie asked if. he had bucketed a 
considerable number of accounts, Ful- 
ler waited until he was assured that 
the attorney was — only to his 
business prior to May. 24, 1922, and 
that he wag therefore protected from 
further prosecutions by the Statute of 
Limitations 

“That’s very nice of you,” Fuller 
said on receiving this assurance. ‘“‘We 
did, But I don’t think it was for 
much over a‘ year before that time.’’ 


Firm Made $100,000 a Year. 


He said he thought it sufficient to 
have 1,500 or 2,000 shares of stock on 
hand if the firm owed 10,000 shares 
to a customer. At the same time the 
firm charged 6 per cent. interest on 
the whole amount which the customer 
did not owe, he admitted, ob- 
taining thus possibly $100,000 a year.

STOCKHOLM, May 24 @.—Dr. Sven 
Hedin, noted Swedish explorer, who 
thirty years ago as a pioneer pene- 
trated to the interior of Central Asia, 
has left Paotoe, a railway termina: 
west of Peking,. setting out on an ex- 
pedition to Chinese Turkestan, say ad- 
vices received here today. 

Dr. . Hedin. originally. planned to 
leave:at the end of April, but because 
of Nationalist susceptibilities and the 
general confusion in China the start 
was postponed several times. A few 
weeks ago it was announced that the 
expedition had been canceled, but, ac- 
cording to the latest advices, Dr. 
Hedin has obtained an escort of Chi- 
nese and Mongolian soldiers, and dif- 
ficulties seem finally to have been re- 
moved. j 

The expedition is to remain in the 
desert belt of Central -Asia about two 
years, carrying on meteorological re- 
search, as well as excavations among 
the ancient ruined cities known to be 
buried there in the sand. According 
to the original agreement with the au- 
thorities in Peking, half of the collec- 
tions which Dr. Hedin is expected to 
bring back will be turned over to Chi- 
nese museums, while the other half 
will be brought to Sweden.

New Alliance Is Formed:tor the 


Some Boxholders Want a More 
‘Imposing Location, but 
Cost Is Obstacle. 


OTHERS AGAINST MOVING 


R. §&. Brewster Explains There Is 
No Real Controversy—Directors 
Not Finally Committed. 


- Bome- of the boxholders in the Metro- 
politian Opera House who are stock- 
holders in the Metropolitan Opera 
‘Company are not reconciled to the pro- 
posed new site in West Fifty-seventh 
Street, it was learned yesterday. 

The directors of the Metropolitan 
‘Opera Company voted in favor of mov- 
ing to the Fifty-seventh Street site. 
but are not absolutely commtited to it 


and are in a position to change their 
plans if sentiment — in favor 
of another site. 

Séveral boxholders felt, it was said, 
that the opera house should remain 
where it. was, or.an imposing new 
building. be erected on a ‘“‘monumenta!l 
site’’ or. location calculated to dis- 
play to advantage such an important 
civic institution. The argument against 
this is the cost. Sites that bave been 
suggested as worthy of a new opera 
house command a price of $8,000,000 
or $10,000,000. It was said that the 
site in West Fifty-seventh Street be- 
tween Bighth and Ninth Avenues was 
lacking in centrality. . 

One director, who would not permit 
his name to be used, said that those 
who favored a conspicuous site were 
not able to show their fellow-directors 
and stockholders where the additional 
millions were to be obtained for the 
more costly site and the mpre ieposing 
edifice. 

Robert S. Brewster, a director of the 

Metropolitan Opera Company, said 
that there had been vague discussion 
of other sites, but that he knew of no 
strongly organized opposition to the 
present plan. 
- “T- have heard that some people pre- 
fer, to remain sil ten we'are on senti- 
mental grounds, regardless of the de- 
fects of the build ding,’’ he said. ‘‘Some 
would like to rebuild there, but the 
site is not large enough. There has 
been a suggestion that the opera house 
“should be:in Fifth Avenue, but the 
cost would be.extremely heavy. 

“As far as I know, there is no, wide- 
spread objection among boxholders to 
the proposed site. We' have taken our 
position in favor of that site, ‘but I 
don’t think we have bound ourselves 
to it in any way. The stockholders 
have so far supported the directors in 
every way, and I have no reason to 
expect any change of attitude on their 
part. If sentiment should run against 
the present plan, the directors would 
take it into consideration. I don’t 
think there would be any quarrel or 
controversy.”’ 

Robert W. Goelet denied a report 
that he had been active in opposing 
the Fifty-seventh Street site. 

“Tt have not been: active in any way,’ 
he said.. “I am a boxholder and . 
hear some talk on the subject, but I 
don’t know Te about any contro- 
versy.”’

‘The stock market and the grain mar- 
ket divided interest’ yesterday, each 
being dominated by high speculative 
activity. On the Stock Exchange a 
rather general downward tendency in 
a large part of the market was vis- 
ible, but in the face of renewed and 
violent advances in a dozen stocks, 
whose prices were carried up 3 to 9 
points before it halted. 'The day's rise 
in wheat brought May deliveries 5 
cents a bushel above Monday's closing 
price and nearly 13 cents above that 
of a week ago;'it reached the highest 
point since harvest-time, 21.cents a 
bushel above the low price of April. 
Other grains followed wheat; the mar- 
ket clearly indicating that revival of 
speculative interest was a far more 
essential propelling influence than 
change in the crop’s condition or in 
trade demand—of which, indeed, there 


|| was little convincing evidence. 


This shift of speculative buying to 
the grain market has the particular in- 
terest created by the fact that the 
state of the credit market, which for 
numerous reasons has not occasioned 
speculation in other industrial’ prod- 
ucts has all along had free play in 
grain and cotton, as in real estate and 
on the Stock Exchange. In cotton; the 
rampant upward movement was beaten 
down only by production of unprece- 
dented magnitude; but wheat, since 
the brief period.after the European 
harvest shortage of 1924, has seemed to 
lose touch with speculative influences. 
It is not improbable that the market’s 
present action means that grain is 
being affected by the prevalent spirit 
of the day. No one will grudge the 
farmer the resultant benefit. It should 
be considerable, even so near the end 
of the grain-marketing season, when 
the amount of wheat held on_ the 
farms in March was 30,000,000 bushels 
greater than a year before. . 

It was difficult at the end-of the 
day to know whether the stock market 
as a whole had gained or lost ground. 
The declines were more numerous but 
the advances more emphatic, and the 
market was steady at the close. Call 
money was dearer on the Stock Ex- 
change; at London the rise in dis- 
count rates continued. Whether in re- 
sponse to that hardening of money or 
to relaxation of the much-discussed 
“French sales of sterling,”’ the London 
exchange rate rose to within % cent 
of the year’s high figure, yet gold 
continued to leave the Bank of Eng- 
land. 

The Reserve Board’s complete weekly 
report of brokers’ loans shows that, as 
against the $15,938,000 increase at New 
York in the week ending last Wednes- 
day, similar loans by all’ reporting 
member banks in the system increased 
$57,050,000. With this report for all 
localities, as with that for New York 
alone, the fact of greatest interest is 
once more the relatively much more 
rapid increase in loans on Stock Ex- 
change collateral than in other’ kinds 
of loans. Thus, as compared with a 
year. ago, the loans on stocks and 
bonds have risen $358,669,000, while 
“other loans,”’ covering trade credits, 
are only $215,724,000. larger. In two 
sears the one account has risen 
$798,171,000 and the other $594,136,000. 

From one viewpoint, the disparity is 
not ‘illogical; for, aside from the ex- 
tensive’ underwriting of newly issued 
securities and the bank loans arising 
from that process, the rise in prices 
for Stock Excharige securities has con- 
trasted .strikingly with the fall of 
prices for commodities of trade, and 
the. extremely active speculation in 
securities with the unusual steadiness 
in general industry. Perhaps the only 
unquestionable inferenc- is.that the 
proportion of total bank credit placed 
in the security market has for several 
years been steadily and rapidly in- 
creasing. Exactly what bearing this 
fact has on the immediate banking or 
Stock Exchange position is at present 
mostly a matter of conjecture. It will 
possibly be judged in connection with 
the increase of $247,777,000 during the 
pas: twelve months, and of $466,313,000 
during the two-year period, in the 
member banks’ own holdings of stocks 
and bonds other than Federal loans.

Com- 
mission houses asserted that the tech- 
nical position of the market had been 
impaired by the spectacular bidding up 
of a handful of “trading favorites,’’ 
and advised their customers to exer- 
cise great care in making new com- 
mitments.

Protests to Secretary Work Say 
Twenty-eight Companies Are 
Glutting the Market. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Secretary 
Work of the. Department of the In- 
terior today made public resolutions 
adopted by the Oil and Gas Associa- 
tion of. Okmulgee, Okla., an inde- 
pendent organization, charging that 
direct responsibility for the over-pro- 
duction of oil, which is said to be 
threatening the entire industry, rests 
on twenty-eight companies. These 
twenty-eight companies, the resolutions 
assert, have produced 50,000,000 barrels 
of ofl in the Seminole field of Okla- 


homa since Feb. 1, 1926. 

In making the resolutions public, 
Secretary Work acted as Chairman of 
the Federal Oil Conservation Board, to 
which some of the leading financers 
have appealed for cooperation in a 
plan to restrict the production of oil. 

The resolutions declare that the over- 
production has been brought about by 
unnecessary haste in developmént of 
properties, by useless rivalry between 
companies and by cut-throat . com- 
petition, 

Since the heavy production set in 
some months ago, adding to the al- 
ready large surplus, six reductions 
have been made in the price of crude 
oil to producers ip many fields, it is 
stated. 

The Federal Oil Board is urged to 
make an investigation to determine 
whether the small number of cémpa- 
nies have produced the conditions 
complained of with or without ‘‘a de- 
liberate attempt’ to affect the price 
structure of the crude oil market. 


Senator Pine Among Signers. 


One of the signers of the resolutions 
sent to the Fegeral Oil Board is Sen- 
ator W. B. Pine of Oklahoma. Others 


are J. H. Thacher, M, C. French and 
Cc. I. O’Neill, The association repre- 
sents more than two hundred inde- 
pendent producers, owning oil proper- 
ties in five Eastern Oklahoma coun- 
ties with an aggregate of about 400,- 
000 barrels daily production. 

The Federal Oil Board is informed 
in the resolutions that there are 275,- 
000 wells in the — tt having an 
average daily production of not more 
than five barrels of oil and with the 
prices of crude oi] now: below the cost 
of production in many areas, the small 
operators are facing conditions whicn 
will lead to abandonment of wells if 
the situation continues: for a pro- 
tracted period. 

The attitude taken by the Okmulgee 
association is said to be that of in- 
dependent producers generally who 
charge that the -whole: difficulty’ is 
due to the action of the operating 
companies, which control 80 per cent. 
of the oil output of North and South 
America. 

The Okmulgee resolutions. charge 
that where there were 400 wells in the 
greater Seminole area with gross pro- 
duction of 350,000 barrels daily, the 
same companies owning these wells 
were there drilling 467 additional wells 
in the same area, “‘with no apparent 
sincere effort being made to curtail 
production or new developments.”’ 

The association expressed belief that 
conservation measures should be ef- 
fected within the ranks of the in- 
dustry by reforming the producing 


methods. 
Aid for Small Producers Asked. 


“The Federal Oil Conservation Board 
can render valuable assistance to the 
industry and service to the consum- 


ing public,” the Okmulgee resolutions 
continue, “‘by in ating the causes 
of the present crisis and giving public- 
ity to the facts so obtained.’’ 

It was declared by the association 
‘that in all measures for conservation 
proposed by the industry first consid- 
eration should be given the small and 
so-called independent producers large- 
ly operating in non-gusher fields. 

What is most needed in the industry, 
these independents stated, ‘‘is an hon- 
est and sincere effort toward perma- 
nent stabilization.”

GOVERNMENT OF JAPAN 
HALTS GOLD EXPORTS 


Suspension Is Announced Pending 
Readjustment at Home—Yen 
Likely to Be Protected. 


The Japanese Government yestérday 
decided to cease temporarily all gold 
exports, according to cable advices re- 
ceived here. Japan had been sending 
regular shipments of $4,000,000 a month 
to the United States for the protection 
of Japanese exchange, with the plan of 
eventually returning to the gold stand- 
ard. The cessation of the movement 
was attributed to the financial ‘dis- 
turbancé which has developed in Japan 
and which is being adjusted through 
the cooperation of the Government and 
the Bank of Japan. 

The ahnouncement that the cessa- 
tion would be temporary was construed 
here to mean thet gold shipments 
would resumed if undue pressure on. 
the Japanese yen should develop in the 
foreign exchange. market.

A wage increase of 7% per cent. for 
30,000 locomotive engineers of Hastern 
railfoads was indicated as the prob- 
able solution of the wage negotiations 
which continued yesterday at the 
Grand Central Terminal Building. 

The demand of the men for an in- 
crease of 15 per cent.’ would involve 
an additiona! outlay of $13,000,000. The 
compromise of 7% per cent., or $6,500.- 
000, would give the engineers the same 
proportional increase as the other 
brotherhoods, the firemen, enginemen 
and conductors, who also received a

The dispute went to the Board of Ar- 
 bitration, the first to be set. up under 
the provisions of the new Railway 
Labor act. After the board made its 
7™ per cent. award negotiations were 
opened with the firemen and engine- 
men and similar increases were 
awarded by the carriers without the 
resort to arbitration. 

Following its agreement with the 
Eastern carriers the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers will négotiate 
with the roads in the Southeastern and 
Western territories, as have the three 
other brotherhoods.

TWO RAILROADS TO EXTEND. 


Commission Permits Texas Projects 
of Competing Lines. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (#).—Both 
the Southern Pacific and Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroads were authorized today 


by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to proceed with all of the exten- 
sions which they had proposed in the 
Brownsville area of Texas. 

Although ‘the projects of the two 
railroads provide for some duplication 
of facilities, and although each of the 
companies has opposed the program 
of the other, the commission decided 
that sufficient traffic was in sight to 
maintain all of the mileage which was 
proposed. 

The San Antonio and Aransas Pass 
Company, which is owned by the 
Southern Pacific, therefore, was per- 
mitted to build from Harlingen into 
Brownsville, a distance of thirty 
miles, at an estimated cost of 
$1,590,474. 

The Missouri Pacific, which owns 
the San Benito and Rio Grande Val- 
ley Railroads, was permitted to build 
two branches to that system, one run- 
ning eastward from Fernando, Texas, 

the other extending eastward 
from San Benito to a point in Cam- 
eron County, eighteen miles distant. 
The principal object of the San Benito 
branches will be to increase the ser- 
vice to the agricultural territory, while 
the Southern Pacific extension will 
give.that company, through a connec- 
tion with the Rio Grande Railway at 
Brownsville, a line directly into Point 
Isabel on the Gulf of Mexico. 

Opposition of the Missouri Pacific to 
the Southern Pacific plan, the com- 
mission said, had been based on the 
expectation that the Harlingen- 
Brownsville construction was ‘‘merely 
the forerunner of an attempt to ex- 
tend competing lines throughout the 
territory.” 

In authorizing the railroads to prn- 
ceed, the commission required the San 
Benito to begin construction by July 
1 and complete the work before June 
30 of next year. 

As to the Harlingen-Brownsville ex-

Total Was 1,029,126, Increase 
of 4,710 Over Preceding Week, 
but 622 Under Last Year. 


COAL IS MOVING AGAIN 


Forest Products, Ore and Coke 
Increased, While All Other 
Freight Fell Off.

WASHINGTON,. May 24.—For the 
sixth week this year revenue freight 
loadings exceeded 1,000,000 cars during 
the week ending on May 14, according 


to reports filed today by the rail car- 
riers with the Car Service Division of 
the American Railway Association. 
Total loading of revenue freight for 
the week amounted to 1,029,126 cars, 
a decrease of 622 cars under the cor- 
responding week last year, but an in- 
crease of 43,247 cars over two years 


ago. 

The total for the week was an in- 
crease of 4,710 cars over the preceding 
week this year, due principally to in- 
creased loading of coal, while forest 
products, ore and coke also showed in- 
creases; decreases, however, were re- 
ported in the loading of miscellaneous 
freight, merchandise and _ less-than- 
carload freight, grain and grain prod- 
ucts and live stock. 

Coal loading. totaled 163,150 cars, a 
decrease of 4,528 under the same week 
last y.ear, and an increase of 6,418 over 
the same wéek two years ago. 

Miscellaneous freight totaled 304,794 
cars, an increase of 8,216 over the cor- 
responding week last year and 36,135 
above the same week in 1925.  Mer- 
chandise and less-than-carload freight 
was 261,946 cars, a decrease of 5,338 
under the same week last year, but 
2,501 cars above the corresponding 
week two years ago. 

Grain and grain products totaled 
40,147 cars, an increase of 444 over the 
same week in 1926 and 4,616 above the 
same week in 1925. In the Western 
districts alone, grain and grain prod- 
ucts totaled 23,776 cars, an increase of 
1,964 cars over the same week last 
year. 

Live stock amounted to 29,161 cars, an 
increase of 2,697 over the same week 
last year and 2,742 above the same 
week in 1925. In the Western districts 
alone live stock totaled 22,106 cars, an 
increase of 2,271 above the same week 
last year. 

Forest products totaled 70,924 cars, 
5,079 below the same week last year 
and 4,884 under the same week in 
1925. Ore amounted to 58,107 cars, 
3,866 over the corresponding week in 
1926, but 5,502 below the same week 
two years ago. Coke totaled 1,897 
cars, a decrease of 900 under the same 
week last year, but 1,221 above the 
same week two years ago.

AS CURB ON CRIME 


Federation ‘Speakers at Syra- 
-cuse Stress Early Guidance 
Not Found in Many Homes. 


PRINCE. HENRY GIVES FLAG 


Union Jack Brought by British 
Delegate to W. E. Hall Will 
Adorn Quarters Here.

‘SYRACUSE, May 2.—“Aside from 
school teachers, the directors of boys’ 
clubs probably have a better oppor- 
tunity than any one else to watch 
criminals in the making,’’ said Row- 
land C. Sheldon. of New. York. City, 
Executive Secretary of the Big 
Brother Federation, speaking today at 
the convention of the Boys’ Club Fed- 
eration. 

“Criminals are not developed over- 
night and the 1937 crop of lawbreakers 
are now mere boys,” he added. 

Mr. Sheldon said that criminals rep- 
resented a comparatively small propor- 
tion of the. population, but that they 
cost the people of the United States 
more than $8,000,000,000 to arrest, try 
and incarcerate them, ep ga the 
loss of property and loss 

“It is most important that . every- 
thing be done to prevent this horrible 
condition and yet probably not more 
than $5,000,000,000 are expended on all 
churches, schools, hospitals, boys’ 
clubs and other preventive force,”’ the 
speaker asserted. 

“A boys’ league of nations, a league 
which shall not be influenced by petty 
politics; but a league which shall have 
as its foundation the desire to enable 
our boys to understand, to know, and 
in knowing to respect one. another,’’ 
was proposed by Peter W. L. Johnston, 
British delegate at the convention. 

Mr. Johnston presented to William 
Edwin Hall of New York, President of 
the federation, the Union Jack, with 
the compliments of Prince Hen 
President of the Great Britain federa- 
tion. 

Mr. Hall said that the colors would 
be hung in the rooms of the New York 
club with the colors of Canada and 
New Zealand.. 

Vv. F. McAdams of Montreal, Field 
Secretary of the Boys’ ‘Club Federa- 
tion of Canada, said that the outlook 
for boys’ club work in Canada is good. 

“The gang spirit among boys is the 
fundamental cause of crime,’’ declared 
Mr. Hall, the federation’s President, 
in an jnterview today. 

“Th@. gang spirit cannot be taken 
away. We are all gangsters at heart. 
We all like companionship, but we 
must provide proper supervision for 

gangs. Boys’ clubs are doing this. 
They are open days and evenings. The 
boys do not have to leave their humble 
homes to play on the street corners. 
Boys’ clubs are built for them to 
meet in.”’ 


REALTY MAN ENDS LIFE

R. C. Thompson Found Dead at 
Quogue, L. 1.—Shcoting Laid 
to [ll Health and Worry. 


Raymond C. Thompson, a lawyer and 
real estate’ man with offices at 601 
Madison Avenue, shot and killed him- 
self on Sunday while visiting at tke 
bungalow camp of friends near 


Quogue, L. I., according to information 
obtained here yesterday. He had been 
in ill health. for some time, and is be- 
lieved to have worried over his con- 
dition. On the wall of his Madison 
Avenue office, close to the door, there 
is a slogan, “‘Worrying never got any 
man a dime.’’ 

Thompson had gone to spend the 
week-end with Harry Babcock and 
Thomas O’Kane, his. associates in real 
estate interests, at the O’Kane cottage, 
two miles out from Quogue on the 
beach. Babcock and O’Kane were ab- 
sent from the cottage on Sunday after- 
noon, leaving Thompson alone. When 
Babcock returned he found Thomp- 
son dead in the bathroom, a bullet 
wound through his temple and a pistol 
in his hand. 

Harold Thompson, a brother of the 
dead man, who was reached at 601 
Madison Avenue yesterday afternoon, 
at first said that his brother was not 
a suicide, and then said he had re- 
ceived only incomplete information 
concerning the manner of death. Em- 
ployes at 601 Madison Avenue said that 
they had been told that Mr. Thomp- 
son had shot himself. 

Thompson was graduated from City 
College in 19098. In 1912 he took a law 
degree at Columbia, and since then he 
had both practiced law and engaged in 
real estate transactions. His ner 
in law is Saul 8. Berzin. Adjoining 
his law office is the O’Kane Realty 
Corporation, in which he is a member 
with both Mr. O’Kane and Mrs. Eileen 
O’Kane. He was 39 years old. He is 
survived by his brothers and his 
mother.
